Perhaps the most perfect example 
Of the small kitchen is that on the 
big railroad dining-cars, whero the 
tiny kitchen has its cold and hot 
side, and where three or four work­ 
ers must learn to do their work ex­ 
peditiously without getting in each 
other’s way or losing their tempers, 
feeding dozens of people in récord 
time. 
The housewife is never pushed to 
quite this extrem ity of small space, 
yet many ot the ideas made use of 
In dining-car kitchens can be util­ 
ized also in a small home kitchen. 
For instance, everything is under or 
...over the place where it is likely to 
be needed. 
All things uséd about 
the stove are racked beside and 
above it within easy reach. 
Dishes 
for serving are piled on a low shelf 
In graduated sizes.- Nappies and, 
serving platters are arranged in the 
same way, which economizes space 
In a wonderful Way.

ranged in the same m anner.
